Their sentences had been commut- 
ed by Governor Small to ezpl at 
once. 

Sheriff Edwin Ahlstrom released 
them upon receipt of the official order 
from Springfield. Boyle had served 
fifty days and Newmark twenty-two. 

State's Attorney A. V. Smith sought' 
to persuade Sheriff Ahlstrom to dis- 
regard the governor's order, saying If 
was Illegal, but the sheriff said he was 
without authority to do that In the 
opinion ot Corporation Counsel Al- 
bert Hall of Waukegan. 

It was a question that would have_ 
to be settled by the state supreme 
court, he said. 

Mr. Smith said he would appear he- 
fore the supreme court December 3 
and petition for a writ of mandamus 
for the reincarceration of Boyle and 
Newmark.

Boyle and Ben Newmark will have to 
be taken by State's Attorney A. V, 
Smith, That was the assertion of 
Attorney General Edward J. Brund- 
age, following the release of Boyle 
and Newmark and their return to Chi- 
cago. 

Newmark left his home early for 
his office, and both he and Boyle inti- 
mated they would resume their duties 
where they left off when they began 
serving the sentences Imposed by 
Judge Richard K. Welsh, since retired, 
for their refusal to answer questions 
before a Lake County grand jury 
which was Investigating alleged "jury 
fixing" In the trial of Governor Small. 
Governor Small said he commuted 
the sentences because both men had 
been punished in furtherance ot pol- 
itical conspiracy to discredit the gov- 
ernor and his administration. 

"It Is the opinion ot the governor," 
his statement read, "that beyond all 
reasonable doubt this action would 
not have been Instituted had the mat-

There la a lizzard which* when It 
la pursued, has a way of dropping Us 
tail. When the animal which la pur- 
suing it comes upou tlie tail It eats 
that ami goes on about Ita business, 
thinlting tliat it has found all of the 
lizzurd. Lots of people act the aame 
way when they come upon thp story 
of Jonab. * They pounce upon the 
■whale and devour It, and let the rest 
oi: tho story get away. Gf-orgo Adam 
Smith in "The Twelve Prophets" bays. 
*'It la the tragedy of the book of 
Jonah, which Is made the means of 
one of the sublime revelations of truth 
in the Old Testament, that it should 
be known to moat people only for its 
connection with a whale." 

President Abbott L. Lowell of Har- 
vard says. "Narratives are of two 
kinds: (bible naratlves) One of them, 
history deals with real events: the 
other, fiction, with Imaginary ones 
This laBt, when used to teach a moral, 
■we rail fable or parablf^ The bible la 
full of both kinds of narratives, in 
jhe New Testament they are usually 
sharply Ueflned. No one supposses 
that the parable of the Lost Sheep, of 
the Talents, or of the Prodigal Son 
describes an actual occurance. In the 
Old Testament, on the other hand, 
the book Itself does not always tell us 
whether It deals with history or fic- 
tion, and tho class to which it be- 
longs must be gathered from I's con- 
tents. Hence It Is that writings really 
parables have sometimes been taken 
for history and thereby caused nec-d- 
lop.o criticism and dimculty. The hook 
of Jonah is a case In point,"

time that this story was written It Is 
very apparent that they holievod that 
Jehovah was their God — that He was 
the Deity of Palestine— but that they 
not only did not think that he was 
the only God, but that they. were un- 
willing that any ,other people might 
enjoy any of the blessings which they 
attributed to the Goodness of G3d to- 
ward them. It Is just this struation 
.vhlch caused this author of this beau- 
(fnl story to produce this atory. Ho 
d got the great vision of .Jehovah 
a God of all people, but his people 
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hud not. He had felt the subilmo 
truth that God Is love, but his 
people had not. So he writes this 
story as a medium for imparting to 
them his sublime conviction. You will 
notice In the way he tells the story, 
what were the Ideas of hia people,- and 
how ho works to overcome them. In 
the fir^t place the Jews are told about 
this man Jonah trying to escape from 
Jehovah by running away from Pales- 
tine. To get away he goes to sea, and 
thru his experience come to realize 
the first lesson — that Jehovah la more 
than just a God of Palestine. Tho 
story writer has made his* flrat point. 
According to the atory, "after this 
experience at aea, when Jehovah gives 
Jonah orders the second time to go 
to Nlnevah and preach to them to re- 
pent and to worship Jehovah,. ho goes, 
but It Is only thru' fear— not a very 
promising missionary, to he sure. Ho 
preaches and "the Nlnovltes repent, 
believe in Jehovah, and God changes 
his mind about destroying them, at 
which point the selflsh,. narrow-mlad- 
ed, nationalistic littleness of tho Jew 
showed itself again. Ho get angry 
with God because he, being a Jew, 
wanted all the people of every, nation 
destroyed, so that the Jews could bo 
the whole thing. Some of our self- 
styled 100 per cent Americans have 
not got very far ahead of that state 
of mind yet. Jonah gets angry with 
God and talks back to Him, and Is 
reproved in words which show the 
author to be a real moster of'ldeallani. 
Read the last verses of the last chap- 
ter for yourselves. Now let us look 
at the story from the. viewpoint of 
those who believe the story Is true. 
They say that God could make a fish 
large enough to swallow the man, and 
their opponents say that It is prepos- 
terous, and so they go on with the 
debate. Think a moment. You have 
studied astronomy. You probably 
know that the experts say that our 
universe is 350,000 light-years across. 
To find out how vast a distance that 
is you must remumher that light trav- 
els at the rate of ISC.OOO miles a sec- 
ond. Now multiply 186,000 by the 
number of seconds in a year, and mul- 
tiply that by 350.000, or the number 
of light years distance across our uni- 
verse, and you will have' a number so 
large that hardly ony one in town 
will be able to read It, to say nothing 
about comprehending it. Now, it God's 
ability to make a fish large enough to 
swallow a man, if He wanted to? Per- 
sonally, I do not think He would want 
to. I think He Is Iri'tereBted In a larg- 
er and more important kind of nilr- 
aclefa. And this atory is full of Illus- 
trations of these larger miracles. 
First, think of the miracle of " this 
Jew arising in the midst of these nar- 
row, selfish Jews and getting this ex- 
alted conception of Jehovah. It is not 
that a major miracle? And then 
think of the fact that those same nar- 
row, selfish Jewa so responded to the 
nobler conception, that the 'whole fu- 
ture shows the results:; In the fact 
that the nation accepted tho story as 
a proper part of its sacred literature, 
and that the future nation, influenced 
by thi.H. and other authors and pro- 
phetic leaders, came to such a posi- 
tion of idealism that out of that na- 



tion, which had sucji a lowly start, 
could come a Jesus and aPaul. If you 
love miracles, here are some of the 
greatest that all hlst9!ry affords. 'With 
this kind of nilraclesi in this story It 
seems a llttlo less ihnn sensible for 
anyone to choke to'tleath trying to 
swallow the whale.

WHITE DIARRHEA MENACE 

TO ILLINOIS POULTRY 

That white diarrhea la by far the 
most serious disease among baby 
chicks In Illinois and cause an esti- 
mated loss of over a million dollars 
a year to the Illinois poultry industry, 
was one of tho . Important facts 
brought out .at the state conference 
of poultry hreodors and hatchery men 
at Springfield recently. , 

Information concernlhg this con- 
ference has been received by Farm 
Advisor J. J. Doorschuk. 

The disease can ho detected by a 
blood test, according to authorities 
of the University of Illinois, and a 
plan was decided upon by tho poiil.ry- 
meh to have flocks tested fop tho dis- 
ease and to place disease-free flocks 
on a state accredited plan, similar to 
accredited herds of cattle free from 
tuberculosis.

of the United States department of 
agriculture. "Indian summer" Is tho 
name commonly applied lu this coun 
try to a period of mild fall weather 
following a spell of unseasonably cold 
weather known as "squaw winter." 

As a matter of fact, Indian summer 
Is not a dollnltely "flxed season In the 
calendar, but varies In date and dur- 
ation. In many >:cara It is Intermltten; 
that Is, there may bo several Indian 
summers In one autumn. India sum- 
mer Is not, strictly speaking, a sea- 
son at all. but merely a type of mild, 
calm, hazy weather likely to prevail 
at riny time ' In the autumn or early 
winter. Thoreau, In notes on weather ' 
conditions at Concord, Mass., from 
1851 to ISGO, records tho occurrence 
of Indian summer weather on dates 
ranging from September 27 to De- 
cember 13. 

In Europe, as well- as in America, 
It la popularly believed that a renewal 
of mild weather occurs every autumn, 
and the dates of .jits supposed occur- 
renco are more deflnltoly flxed than 
Is the case In this country, as tho 
period Is associated with tho names 
of'' various salhts who have flxed 
dates' In the ecclesiastical calendar. 
The mild period Is accordingly kno\vn 
in d'lnorent parts of Europe na St, 
Martin's summer," "St. Luke's sum- 
mer." or St. Mlchaol's summer," and 
tradition foeters the idea that It is 
always mild and warm about tho time 
of these various saints' days.

PAY NO HEED. TO FORECASTS 
OF NEXT WINTER'S WEATHER 

No credence should bo given to 
newspaper predictions of weather con-_ 
dltions for long periods In- the fu- 
ture, even though such forecasts pur- 
port to como from the government. 
A case In point Is a recent prediction 
in a Boston newspaper to the effect 
that tiio "coming winter will bo the 
coldest and snowiest winter In his- 
tory" In New England. 

The weather bureau of the United 
States department of agriculture ab- 
solutely disclaims any responsibility 
for such a statement. The bureau 
does not attempt to issue predictions' 
oven of a general character for weeks 
or months In advance. The subject 
of forecasting for seasons or consid- 
erable periods ahead has long en- 
scientists, but thus far no laws of se- 
cientists, but thus far no laws of e- 
quences have been discovered where- 
by long-range forecasts of a reliable 
character can be made. 

Reputable meteorologists through- 
out the world agree that the science 
has not advanced to the point where 
it can be done.
